Officials of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture advise that the 
above has no bearing on hornfly con- 
trol since only 0.256 to 0.5% DDT in 
wetable powders are applied to cat- 
tle for the tontrol of hornflies, The 
danger referred to is from heavy dus- 
ting of pastures with DDT. 

MODERN HAYING EQUIPMENT 

It is definitely known that ‘there 
are more minerals and vitamins in 
green coloured, well-cured, hay than 
in weathered fodder that has lost its 
colour. It is therefore. important that 
hay be cured in such a way that as 
much as possible of the rich green 


colour is retained. This is particu- 


larly applicable. in areas where the 
grazing season is of relatively short 
duration, says the Dominion per- 
imental Station, Melfort, Sask. 

Ir hay is to be put up in the desir- 
ed condition it must not be left too 
long in the awath where the sun will 
bleach the colour out, Furthermore, 
when it is gufficiently well cured to 
store, it must be done quickly lest a 
rain storm comes. Fortunately dur-
